Dear Mr. Dulles: 

The Lecture Committee of Mount Holyoke College, a joint 
student-faculty group, has been working for some time on ideas for a 
major Symposium the weekend of December 3-4, in which students from the 
many neighboring colleges would be invited to participate.

It would give us great jLeasure if you 
could be the guest of the College over night and participate in the 
Saturday sessions. The Committee is in a position to offer a modest 
honorarium of $150 and hospitality while you are here. 

, Although the Committee would like you to open the Symposium 

on the Friday evening you might prefer to come on Saturday. If such is the 
case please let us know and we will gladly try to re-arrange the program. 

We hope that you might like to visit New England to keynote 
an important inter-collegiate session and to discover what is on the minds 
of college students from whom you draw so heavily for recruits in your 
organization. We can promise you a stimulating audience and a lively forum 
period after your speech.
